Report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Cornish  Free  Public  Library. 


The  trustees  Would  respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report : 

During  the  year  past  we  have  added  to  the  libraries  about  fifty 
volumes,  including  a  few  of  the  leading  magazines  which  we  have 
had  bound,  six  numbers  in  a  volume. 

W  e  have  catalogued  the  books  as  required  by  vote  of  the  town  at 
the  last  annual  meeting. 

We  have  catalogued  the  libraries  separately,  but  this  is  not  a 
matter  of  very  much  account,  as  the  books  will  occasionally  be 
changed  from  one  to  the  other  library. 

Since  the  library  was  organized  we  have  received  donations  of 
several  volumes  from  U.  L.  Comings  of  Windsor,  from  W.  E. 
Westgate,  Geo.  E.  Hilliard,  P.  C.  Hardy,  and  other  members  of 
the  Hardy  family,  one  volume  from  Dr.  Hunt,  also  one  from 
Mrs.  C.  F.  Huggins,  also  a  large  number  of  various  works  issued 
by  the  U.  S    government. 

Reference  to  the  book  list  will  show  a  selection  from  a  wide  range 
of  topics.  Considerable  time  and  care  have  been  given  to  make  the 
best  possible  selection  with  the  means  at  our  disposal,  and  we  trust 
that  they  will  be  reasonably  satisfactory  to  the  town. 

More  ample  accommodations  for  the  library  will  soon  be  im- 
perative. It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  the  town  will  vote  a  reasonable 
sum  to  pay  the  librarians,  that  all  the  library  appropriations  may  be 
expended  for  books.  It  may  not  be  deemed  out  of  place  to  say 
that  as  in  the  past  the  trustees  make  no  charge  for  personal  ser- 
vices. The  librarians  have  heretofore,  at  considerable  sacrifice 
given  their  services,  which  cannot  be  expected  to  continue.

Town  History. 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  last  March  I  was  elected  to  the  po- 
sition of  town  historian,  with  the  privilege  of  selecting  five  assistants 
to  collect  and  prepare  material  for  a  town  history.  '  Circumstances 
for  a  time  retarded  the  work ;  I  secured  the  assistance  at  last  of 
Wm.  H.  Child,  S.  A.  Tracy,  G.  L    Deming  and  Wm.  H    Sisson. 

Met  and  organized,  by  choosing  W.  H  Child  treasurer  and 
W .  H .  Sisson  clerk.  A  good  deal  of  preliminary  work  has  been 
done  and  plans  for  the  future  formulated  All  but  two,  and  part  of 
another,  of  the  cemeteries  in  town  have  been  visited,  and  the  names 
and  date  of  death  and  age  and  inscriptions  found  upon  the  tomb- 
stones copied  and  tabulated  Printed  family  record  blanks  have 
been  prepared,  and  have,  or  will,  soon  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
every  family  in  town.  It  is  the  intention  to  procure  as  complete  a 
genealogy  of  all  the  former,  as  well  as  the  present  families  in  town 
as  possible.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  all  who  have  these  record 
blanks,  carefully  and  completely  fill  them  out,  and  forward  them  to 
some  member  of  the  committee  as  soon  as  possible.  This  will  be 
the  slowest  and  most  difficult  part  of  the  work,  and  all  must  help,  as 
it  will  require  a  great  amount  of  perseverance  and  work  W  .  H . 
Sisson  will  look  up  all  material  relating  to  the  soldiers,  and  the 
wars  they  were  engaged  in. 

The  town,  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  year  1872,  voted 
fifty  dollars  for  this  work  This  sum  not  being  used  then,  it  was  at 
the  last  annual  town  meeting  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing material  for  a  town  history,  and  fifty  dollars  in  addition  raised 
for  the  above  purpose. 

Of  this  sum  of  $100.00,169.23  has  been  expended  for  blanks, 
■blank  books,  supplies  and  work  performed  by  the  committee,  leaving 
on  hand  $30.77.

Report   of   School  Board. 


By  a  recent  act  of  the  legislature  the  School  year  ends  August  1  st 
of  each  year,  and  a  yearly  report  is  then  made  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  on  all  matters  called  for  by  him.  Hut  as  the 
funds  for  schools  are  raised,  and  the  terms  of  school  officers  expire 
and  their  successors  still  chosen  in  March,  it  is  needful  that  a  report 
be  rendered  to  the  district  at  this  time  regarding  its  schools  during 
such  financial  and  official  year. 

We  have  had  23  terms  of  school,  aggregating  236  weeks  Fourteen 
different  teachers  have  been  employed — four  male  and  ten  female. 
Eleven  different  houses  have  been  used,  and  the  board  have  provided 
every  scholar  in  the  district  with  20  weeks  of  school,  with  a  surplus 
of  36  weeks  which  have  been  added  to  divisions  where,,  according 
to  the  best  judgment  of  the  school  board,  they  were  most  needed 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  reported  by  officers — boys  85,  girls 
75,  total  160.  Appended  is  the  statistical  table,  also  the  roll  of 
perfect  attendance 

The  change  of  geographies  contemplated  last  year,  has  been 
effected,  and  the  Rand-McNally  series  adopted,  much  to  the  satis- 
faction of  teachers  and  scholars.  The  other  text  books  remain  un- 
changed The  permanent  improvements  of  school  houses  have  been 
about  equivalent  to  their  depreciation  resulting  from  their  use. 

The  sehools  have  not  all  been  what  was  desired,  while  on  the 
other  hand,  most  of  them  have  been  eminently  successful.  Altogether 
the  year's  work  has  been  a  profitable  one  We  need,  however,  more 
of  the  all-around  teachers  ;  those  whose  will  is  law  ;  whose  magnetic 
powers  attract  instead  of  repel ;  whose  tact  to  elucidate  and  interest 
is  largely  developed,  and  who  love  their  work.  Such  teachers  are 
generally  born  thus  endowed ;  and  unless  so  born  can  never  be 
assured  of  success.  These  latter  may  succeed  in  some  schools,  but  in 
others  make  a  failure,  especially  in  schools  where  parents  fail  to  co- 
operate with  them. 

Unanimity  of  effort  by  parents,  scholars  and  teachers  always  results 
in  having  a  model  school ;  whereas  indifference  on  their  part  always 
impairs  its  usefulness,  or  renders  it  of  little  or  no  value.     Therefore 
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the  board  earnestly  urge  the  co-operation  of  parents  with  the  teachers 
in  all  the  instructions  and  discipline  of  the  school,  inciting  their 
children  to  studious  habit,  and  checking  in  them  all  things  tending  to 
insubordination. 

During  the  ten  years  that  the  chairman  has  served  in  behalf  of 
schools,  his  ruling  motive,  as  well  as  that  of  his  associates,  has  ever 
been  to  elevate  the  schools  and  render  them  what  they  should  be  in 
every  respect — pleasant  retreats,  richly  abounding  in  mental  and 
moral  excellence.  How  far  this  end  has  been  attained  is  left  for  you 
to  judge,  and  it  is  becoming  us  to  say  that  our  ideals  have  been 
realized  only  in  part  in  the  noble  work  in  which  we  have  been 
engaged.  t 

A  mutual  confidence,  coupled  with  the  kindest  feelings  lias  ever 
existed  between  superintendent  and  the  68  different  teachers  em- 
ployed No  one  has  been  dismissed  from  service,  even  though  in 
some  rare  cases  it  might  have  been  better  to  have  done  so,  but  they 
have  been  sustained  and  encouraged,  rather  than  otherwise  The 
desire  prevails  that  the^ind  mantle  of  charity  be  thrown  over  all 
mistakes  that  they   "may  in  forgetfulness  lie  " 

We  would  return  thanks  to  the  district  for  all  the  honors  con- 
ferred, for  the  appreciation  evinced,  and  for  the  kindness  and  cour- 
tesy received.
